adm inistration

cause it is so busily engaged in 
its m ultifold operations and so 
burdened w'ith enormous respons­ 
ibilities that the need for a vig­ 
orous rebuttal to offset the poli­ 
tical sniping and m isrepresenta­ 
tion is not fully appreciated. 
Never Too Late 
There are those who pessimis­ 
tically say this battle—domes­ 
tically speaking—is already lost 
and that the President’s speech­ 
es on the budget have come too 
late. There are those who think 
that on the world stage—in the 
propoganda field—we are stead­ 
ily losing ground. 
But it is never too late for 
truth to win over distortion and 
for facts to win over m isrepre­ 
sentation or for common sense 
to prevail over fallacious doc­ 
trines. Among these is the wish­ 
ful idea, widely propagated in­ 
side America, tha t all overseas 
propaganda and, indeed, all eco­ 
nomic and m ilitary aid to foreign 
coiiitries can readily be aban­ 
doned by the United States and, 
w ith the savings made, tax es can 
be substantially reduced — and 
Soviet Russia will, of course, 
quietly retreat behind its borders 
and perm it the world situation 
to become peaceful and happy. 
Looked a t from the point of 
view of the m en in the Kremlin, 
the indifference of m any A m er­ 
icans to the true facts and the 
gullibility of m any people 
in 
this country to the snares of 
Soviet propoganda are m aking 
it easier for Moscow4. 
Reds Spending Billions 
The 
Soviet 
governm ent 
Is 
spending billions for propaganda 
throughout the world, w'hereas 
Congress is still arguing about 
a few millions tha t the United 
S t a t e s 
Inform ation 
Agency 
w4ants. The Dem ocratic leaders 
in Congress, for ex ample, ask 
the officials of the USIA to testi­ 
fy as to why they need money.

The battle of W ashington has 
its discouraging aspects, because 
even m any persons in public life 
who should be giving the Am eri­ 
can people the real picture aren’t 
aw are of how the enemy propag­ 
anda is taking hold in supposedly 
well informed America w ith its 
supposedly alert press that sup­ 
posedly is telling the people the 
difference between truth and un­ 
truth as it comes out of Moscow. 
But these are the days when an 
Alger Hiss is glorified with col­ 
umns and columns of space in 
influential E astern newspapers, 
even as Khruschev’s lies are given 
columns and columns of space 
w ithout 
sim ultaneously 
giving 
equal space to debunking the 
Moscow governm ent's professions 
of virtue.

Americans traveling in Europe to 
get its sampling of w4hat to ex ­ 
pect this year. 
Its findings, somewhat parallel­ 
ing estim ates of the U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Commerce, 
show 
that Am ericans will hand over 
about

million 
dollars 
to 
transA tlantie carriers, will spend 
about 140 million dollars in re­ 
tail shops in Europe, and more 
than 
280 
million 
dollars 
on 
hotels, 
catering, 
entertainm ent 
and transportation while there. 
The 
commission

Europe would make an effort to 
entice two million Am ericans a 
year.

Washington, May 14 ^IPi—The 
United States has refused to con- 
cel an atomic test series starting 
in Nevada this week, but it says 
test officials will try to hold fall­ 
out to “as near zero as possible.” 
The State Department yester­ 
day formally rejected a request 
from Japan that the tests be 
called off. The rejection was 
contained in a note from Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles to Takeso 
Shimoda, 
acting chief of the 
Japanese Embassy. 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion (AEC) announced, mean­ 
while, that the Nevada explo­ 
sions—“Operating 
Plumbbob”— 
will produce less fallout than any 
pervious tests. 
The agency added that weap­ 
ons of relatively low explosive 
force will be used, and that the 
test group “will strive to hold 
public exposure to fallout as 
near zero as possible.” 
The series is scheduled for 
May 15-Sept. 1. 
Depends on Weather 
The Dulles note to Japan said 
the Nevada explosions “will be 
of low-yield, fission devices and 
will be made only when weather 
conditions are the most favor­ 
able.“ 
It pledged “stringent safety 
precautions,” and said the tests 
will be held “without increasing 
world radiation to more than a 
small fraction of the level that 
could be considered biologically 
or medically harmful to the peo­ 
ple of the world.” 
The Japanese had asked Rus­ 
sia, 
Britain 
and

States to suspend nuclear tests. 
In his reply. Dulles blamed Rus­ 
sia for having “obstructed prog­ 
ress toward control of the nu­ 
clear threat and the ending of 
nuclear weapons tests.” 
The note added that Russia 
has repeatedly rejected U. S. 
disarmament proposals.

U. S. May Have 
First "A* Plane 
Within 20 Years 
Tokyo, May 14 
—An atomic 
expert said today the United 
States should produce its first 
atom-powered plane “sometime 
in the next 20 years.” 
Alan H. Lazar, who helped 
construct the Nautilus, America’s 
first atom-driven submarine, said 
weight of the atomic engine and 
proper shielding to protect the 
crew were the main problems. 
He presented his views both 
in a paper read at the U. S.- 
Japan atomic industrial confer­ 
ence under way now and at a 
press conference.

Sent to Bed as Punishment

Sheila’s mother was down in 
the cellar doing the laundry. 
When she brought it up to hang 
on the line, she suddenly rea­ 
lized that though Brother’s tri­ 
cycle 
was 
still 
in 
the yard, 
Brother was not. To Sheila, in 
the kitchen munching cookies 
over a comic, she cried, “Where’s 
Brother? Didn’t I tell you to 
keep an eye on him ?” 
After 20 minutes of frantic 
searching, Brother was restored 
by a neighbor who had found 
him 
playing 
in 
the 
puddle 
around her rain barrel. 
As his mother pulled off his 
soaked socks, she said to Sheila, 
“Alright, Miss—it’s bed for you 
for the rest of 
this*, afternoon. 
I’ll teach you to ignore what 
you’re to ld ...” 
Sheila is 11. She is too old to 
be punished by being sent to bed. 
What she requires is not a penal­ 
ty that stops her physical ac­ 
tivity but one that arouses the 
mental 
kind—a 
penalty 
that 
stops her physical activity but 
one that 
arouses the mental 
kind—a penalty 
that 
forces 
thoughfulness on her. 
As older children have’ had 
time to develop the ability to 
reason, we are foolish to exer­ 
cise that ability when we punish 
them. 
Mind, I’m not suggesting we 
should ’feel guilt when fear be­ 
trays us into some vindictive 
reprisal on a child who has of­ 
fended us. But after inflicting it, 
it, we can always correct it. 
Wanting more reasonableness 
from Sheila, we can reject the 
unreasonableness in us that sent 
her to bed. Going upstairs, we 
can say something like this to 
her: 
“You are not a baby and I 
am sorry I have given you this 
babyish 
punishment. 
You can 
get up now and come down­ 
stairs. But don’t ask us again for 
that 75-cent-a-week allowance. 
Until you can take better c§re 
of Brother when you are asked 
to, you aren’t ready to take care 
of more allowance.” 
Never do we suffer for substi­ 
tuting a reasonable punishment 
for a thoughtless one. It is our 
example of thoughfulness that 
evokes it from the child.

You would take the ace of 
hearts and note the play of the 
six from East. Then you would 
play four hearts of trumps (dis­ 
carding two hearts from dummy) 
and fiv e rounds of clubs in order 
to get rid of your two losing 
hearts. 
West would hav e to make four 
discards and if he were alert 
they would all be diamonds. East 
would hav e to make three dis­ 
cards.
